rosaries out on the cobblestones. 
The monastery was flooded with 
telegrams and letters from 
around the world. 


For many Roman Catholics, 


Padre Pio was a living miracle. 
In Italy, the United States and 
elsewhere many said the friar 
had appeared to them in visions 
as they prayed. 


Some attributed to Padre Pio 


the/ .pow.er, of,, bilocatipn--of 
being m two places'at the "same 
time. 


One priest who visited him 


said Padre Pio was the wit of 
the comtminity, forever coming 
up with new jokes. 


The Vatican never took a posi- 


tion on Padre Pio's stigmata. 
On three occasions from 1923 to 
1931 it discouraged the faithful 
from visiting him. But Pope 
Paul VI among is known to have 
been an admirer of the priest.

would be held Thursday or Fri- 
day.

done, The plump 41 -year-old 
performer, who has shaved off 
his trademark beard, began as 
a cabaret performer in his na- 
tive London at 18, He has won 
two Hollywood Oscars and two 
television Emmys for his act- 
ing, directed six movies, five of 
which he also produced. He has 
written novels and travel arti- 
cles and even wielded the baton 
over the orchestra that provided 
music for his latest films. 


What kind of a man is Peter? 


He's a human chameleon. His 
mind skips between Puck and 
Plato, his moods range from the 
belly laugh to the dry inner 
tear, voiced but unshed. His 
royal sword is the cap and bells.

progress in Paris." It was the 
first such U.S. protest to Thant 
in the more than three years the

speaking out on Vietnam. 


Thant himself broke prece- 


dent when he outlined a bomb- 
ing halt resolution at a news 
conference and suggested It be 
put to the General Assembly as 
"one means of find out what 
the attitude of the international 
community is on this particular 
item." 


He said the outcome would 


show that his repeated calls for 
a bombing halt spoke for the in- 
ternational community.

In one case the law specified that 


all names should be printed in 
capital letters. After an election, a 
defeated candidate named DeForest 
challenged 
the outcome on the 


ground that he had been listed as 
"DeFOREST"—with a small "e." 


But the court let the election 


results stand, saying the mistake 
was just not weighty enough to 
frustrate the obvious will of the 
electorate. 


What if the name of a write-in 


candidate 
is misspelled 
by 
the 


voter? In most states the ballot will 
be accepted if the voter's intention 
is reasonably clear. 


But tolerance has its limits. When 


a voter wrote in "McMagr," the 
court decided this could not be 
tallied as a vote for a write-in 
candidate named McCreery. The 
court said it could not assume that 
the voter really did mean Mc- 
Creery, when the only part he had 
right was the "Me."

B. STATEMBNT OF 1> O L 1 C I R S 
AND PimPOSKS, 


The General Assembly dt-clnres that 
the policies and purposes of this State 
and of this Act are to promote, roster 
arid encouruRe the orderly marketing of 
milk products and frozen dairy prodm-ls; 
to eliminate speculation In the market- 
In)? of milk products and frozen dairy 
products, to cause the marketing? of milk 
products and frozen dairy products In 
this State to be as efficient and econom- 
ical as possible; to mnlntnln n reason- 
able nmount of stability and prosperity 
In the marketing of milk products and 
frozen dairy products; to safeguard the 
public against the creation or perpotim- 
tlon of monopolies In the dairy Industry; 
to foster and encourage stability In the 
dairy Industry, by regulating trade prac- 
tices nnd by prohibiting unfair and dis- 
ruptive trade practices; to promote

firm, corporation, partnership, associa- 
tion, cooperative, government agency, 
or other business entity.

The 
term "processor" does not Include a 
person who purchases frozen dairy 
products mix and whose processing 
activities are limited to converting 
such mix Into a frozen dairy product, 
more than halt the sales of which are 
then made by such person to con- 
sumers at retail on the premises where 
such processing activities take place. 


(B) "Dairy Farmer-Processor" means 
a person who Is both a dairy farmer 
and a processor. For the purpose of 
this Act a;dairy farmer-processor is a 
processor in any processing, manu- 
facturing or sale of milk products or 
frozen dairy products, or In any re- 
ceipt of milk from a source other than 
hla own production, except solids for 
fortification. 
(6) "Distributor" means a person 
who is either a wholesale distributor 
or a retail distributor. 
(7) "Wholesale Distributor" means a 
person who purchases milk products 
or frozen dairy products from a proc- 
essor or another wholesale distributor 
and who sells at least 50% of such 
products to retailers and Institutions. 


(8) "Ketall Distributor" means a 
person, other than a wholesale distrib- 
utor, who purchases milk products or 
frozen dairy products from a processor 
or n wholesale distributor and sells 
from other than a fixed business lo- 
cation some or all of such products to 
consumers. 
(9) "Retailer" means any person, 
other than a processor, a dairy farm- 
er-processor, an Institution, a whole- 
sale distributor, or a retail distributor, 
who sells milk products or frozen dairy 
products to consumers at a fixed 
business location.

"Wholesale Price" means the 
price nt which any milk product or 
frozen dairy product Is purchased by a 
retailer who accepts delivery at the 
location where such product Is resold 
to consumers.

geographical portion of the State of

prices established by the Commission 
shall be uniform.

(H) "Bulk Milk" means milk in any 
container other than the container or 
package In which milk products are 
normally sold to the retailer or the 
consumer.

(16> "School" means a facility at 
which the principal activity Is the pro- 
viding of formal Instruction to stu- 
dents, regardless of whether such 
facility Is private, public, or parochial, 
and reirardless of whether such facil- 
ity Is classified ns a kindergarten, an 
elementary school, a secondary school, 
a trade school, a college or a unlver- 
sltv.

SECTION 4—THE ARKANSAS DAIRY 


A CREATION AND ORGANIZATION 
OF THE COMMISSION 
There Is hereby created a Commission 
to be known as the. Arkansas Dairy 
Commission which shall consist of five 
(6) members. Two (2) members of the 
Commission, Including successors to the 
Initial appointees, shnll he consumers, 
and shnll represent consumers, but no 
such consumer that Is appointed shall 
have any Interest financially 
In any 
processor, distributor, or retailer doing 
business In the State of Arkansas or 
required to be licensed under this Act. 
One (1) member, Including successors 
to the Initial appointees, shall represent 
retailers on the Commission. Such mem- 
ber shall be an owner, officer or em- 
ployee of a retailer. Two (2) members, 
Including successors to the Initial ap- 
pointees, shall represent processors. Each 
such member shall be an owner, officer 
or employee of a processor. One of the 
processor members Shall be engaged In 
processing frozen dairy products. 
Each Commission member shall be a 
citizen of the State, nnd may be ap- 
pointed without regard to his place of 
residence In tho State, except that no 
two members shall reside In or have 
their principal places of business In the 
same county. Each member shall be 
appointed by the dovernor for his quali- 
fications to administer and enforce this 
Act and to accomplish the legislative 
Intent In the manner prescribed by the 
terms and provisions of this Act. Ench 
appointment shall be subject to con- 
firmation by the Senate. 
B. TERMS OF MEMBERS 
The Initial five members appointed to 
the Commission shall determine by lot 
which one shall serve .for a two year 
term, which one shall serve for a three 
year term, which one shall serve for a 
four year term, which one shall serve 
for a five year term and which one shall 
serve for n six year term. The terms of 
all members appointed upon the expira- 
tion of the first terms of each of the 
members first appointed shall be five 
(6) years. In tho event of a vacancy on 
the Commission because of the death 
of a member, or his Inability ^o act, or 
similar.-.causes,..,tbe,,Go.vernor..shall api i/; 
point ti'successor"for the fernamder of 
the term of the member whose office Is 
vacant. If the vacancy Is occasioned by 
expiration of a term the Governor shnll 
appoint a successor, In either event; 
the persons appointed shnll meet the 
qualifications and restrictions set forth 
in Subsection A of this Section, so that 
the composition and representation of 
the Commission shall not be chnnged. 
C. COMPENSATION OF MEMBERS 
Members of the Commission shnll re- 
ceive Twenty Dollars (120.00) per day 
for each day spent In attending meet- 
Inscs of the Commission, and In p«rf>>rm- 
Ing such duties as may be required of 
them by law or hy the rules of practice 
or regulations of the Commission, and 
shall receive reimbursement for such 
actual and necessary expenses ns are 
Incurred In the performance of such 
official duties. 
D. MEETINGS AND QUORUM 
The members of the Commission shall 
annually elect a Chairman and a Vlce- 
Chalrman nt the first meeting of the 
Commission. The Chairman shall preside 
at

fixed by the Governor. Thereafter the

Three (3) members of the 
Commission shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business of the 
Commission. Any action by the Commis- 
sion which Involves the exercise of a 
quasi-legislative 
function

Judlcatory function of the Commission 
shall require the affirmative vote of a 
majority of all members of the Commis- 
sion. All other actions of the Commis- 
sion may be taken upon the majority 
vote of a quorum of the Commission 
present. 


E. OFFICE OF THE COMMISSION 
The Commission shall have Its princi- 
pal office In Little Rock, Arkansas. 
SECTION 6—EMPLOYEES OF T H E 
COMMISSION 
The Commission shall employ an ex- 
ecutive director and such assistants 
and employees, permanent and tempo- 
rary, as may be necessary to carry out 
the duties and responsibilities of the 
Commission under the provisions of this 
Act. The Commission shall determine 
the qualifications, duties and compen- 
sation of such employees. Employees of 
the Commission shall be reimbursed for 
their expenses In accordance with rules 
established by tho Commission. The 
Commission shall employ a licensed 
attorney of the State of Arkansas as Its 
chief counsel. Such attorney may serve 
on a full-time basis. The Commission 
may obtain the services of such addi- 
tional attorney at It deems necessary. 
The Commission may also contract 
for auditing, economic research, and 
other technical services, whenever It 
determines that such services are needed. 
SECTION 6—GENERAL POWERS OF 
THE COMMISSION 
The Commission Is hereby declared to 
be the Instrumentality of the State of 
Arkansas for the purpose of administer- 
ing the provisions of this Act and of 
executlne the legislative Intent herein 
expressed. The Commission Is hereby 
delegated the power to supervise, in-

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


mailmen's union is doggone 
mad about dogs nipping post- 
num. and complains that a gov- 
ernment study on safety is 
being conducted too slow to take 
the bite out of the problem. 


"by the time the study is 


completed, 17,500 more letter 
carriers will be bitten/' said 
Jamos H. Bademacher, presi- 
dent of the National Associated 
of Letter Carriers. 


To make matters even worse, 


the projected 21-month study by 
the Labor Department probably 
won't even go into the canine 
threat. 
"It has nothing to do with dog 


bites," said Robert Coodell, di- 
rector of Labor's Office of Occu- 
pational Safety. He said the 
study will primarily concern the 
safety problems of mail han- 
dling the motor vehicle opera- 
tion. 


If dog bites are considered It 


will be "awery fringe element," 
Goodell said. But it is dog bites 
that seems to most arouse the 
postman's Ire. 


"Unleashed dogs are not only 


causing too much damage to 
mailmen, but they are taking 


too much of a bite out of the 
taxpayers' dollar," Rademach- 
er said in the union's publica- 
tion, the Postal Record. 


He said 10,000 mailmen were 


bitten by dogs last year, more 
than 1,000 of them serious 
enough to require hospitaliza- 
tion, 


A government report esti- 


mates the average cost of a 
mailman's dog bite is ,$546 in 
medical bills, lost manpower 
and other. expenses, according 
to Rademacher. 


"The annual bill is well over a 


half-million dollars to expay- 
ers," he said.

Feeling Red 
Arms Threat

Europeans now have had time 


for sober reflection on what a 
sudden change in the military 
situation in the heart of their 
continent 
might 
mean, and 


many are worried* 


The Soviet military interven- 


tion in Czechoslovakia has been 
accompanied by heavy political 
pressure on Yugoslavia and Ro* 
mania and by threatening ges- 
tures toward West Germany. 


There is speculation about the 


Kremlin's ultimate purposes, 
Why the angry posture toward 
Yugoslavia? What sort of pres- 
sure is Romania feeling? What 
Is the meaning of the Soviet dec* 
laratlon of a right to intervene 
in West Germany? How far 
might the Russians go in Eu- 
rope toward risking a Western 
response.

Troops Quell 
Student Riot 
in Mexico

MEXICO CITY (AP) - Army 


troops captured a vocational 
school on the northwest side of 
Mexico City today after an all*' 
night gun battle In which at 
least three persons were killed 
aft'1 50 students and riot police 
were wounded. 


The Red Cross Hospital re- 


ported the deaths of an 18-year* 
old science student and a riot 
policemen. Other sources re- 
ported a 25-year-old medical 
student killed earlier In the 
night, 


The government sent troops In 


mare than 400 assault cars to 
the 
Santo Tomas Vocational 


School after riot police and stu- 
dents inside the school had bat- 
tled for more than five hours 
with guns, pistols, knives, clubs, 
Molotlv cocktails, stones and 
tear gas. 


It was the most violent skir- 


mish so far in the two-montb-old 
student rebellion against Presi- 
dent Gustavo Diaz Ordaz, 


Scattered shooting continued 


•from student snipers on roof tops 


in the San Jaclnto neighbor- 
hood. Using .22-caliber pistols 
and rifles, the students picked 
off policemen as they patrolled 
in the morning darkness. 


Several blocks away, riot po- 


lice lobbed tear gas grenades 
into apartments in the Tlatelol- 
co district where residents sym- 
pathizing 
with the 
students 


shouted "pigs" and "assassins" 
at the police. Police drove sev- 
eral hundred students from an- 
other vocational school there 
after 
being forced back by 


heavy gunfire. But 150 of the 
students took refuge in nearby 
buildings and hurled Molqtov 
cocktails at the police. 


On the south side of the city, 


5,000 other youths marchol on 
the federal district penitentiary, 
vowing to free two labor leaders 
despite police manning machine 
guns. But student leaders dis- 
persed the crowd, urging the 
youths to return after they reor- 
ganized and formulated a plan 
of action. 


Athletes continued to arrive 


for the 1968 Olympic Games, 
scheduled to start Oct. 12, and 
no Mexican Olympic official 
would comment on the possibili- 
ty that the games might be can- 
celed because of the violence, 
now in its seventh day. But 
many foreign spectators seemed 
certain to stay away. 


A 
government 
spokesman 


said he knew nothing about ru- 
mors that Diaz Ordaz was con- 
sidering declaring martial law. 
Such a declaration might endan- 
ger the holding of the Olympics. 


The night's biggest battle 


raged around the Santo Tomas 
Vocational School. A policeman 
was shot and wounded there 
about 7:30 p.m., and as more 
riot police moved In, a steady 
gun battle broke out at about 10 
p.m. 


An estimated 3,000 students 


fired from the school and from 
rooftops, or fought hand to hand 
in the streets with more than 
1,500 police. Trained adult agita- 
tors also were believed to be 
among the snipers. 


Asked why he had been there, 


one wounded student replied; "I 
don't know, but Fm against the 
grenaderos"—riot police.
